WASHINGTON, May 25.—The 
difficulties Harry M. Blackmer, 
missing witness in the Teapot 
Dome oil lease trial, has had with 
the Government over income taxes 
have been settled. The Internal 
Revenue Bureau said today the 
Denver oil man, who has been liv- 
ing in Paris, had paid the Govern- 
ment part of his deficiency tax and 


compromised other portions. The 
total was understood to be appre 
mately $4,000,000. 

Assistant Secretary Douglas of 
the Treasury said today, this pay- 
ment would not relieve Blackmer 
of criminal charges filed against 
him in the Federal Court in Colo- 
rado. The indictment alleges at- 
tempts to evade income taxes. 

It was said at the Treasury that 
if he is found within the jurisdic- 
tion of the United States, Black- 
mer will be prosecuted under the 
Colorado indictment. 

Blackmer paid $1,049,254 defici- 
ency income tax for 1920, 1921, 
1922 and 1923, and penalties for 
those years amounting to $525,716; 
and compromise amounts against 
him for 1916, 1917 and 1919 for 
$1,500,000 plus interest. 

The oil man, sought as a wit- 
ness for the Government in the 
trials of Harry F. Sinclair and Al- 
bert B. Fall, twice refused to return 
from Europe to testify. He was 
fined $30,000 on each count and

GARNER INDORSED 
FOR THE PRESIDENCY 


His Supporters Try to 
Avoid Prohibition Issue— 
Immediate Payment of 
Bonus Is Advocated.

HOUSTON, Tex, May 25.—After 
assuring Speaker John N. Garner 
46 votes for the presidential 
nomination in the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention, the State Con- 
vention last night declared for 
submission of the question of re- 
peal of the eighteenth amendment 
to the states. 

It was a disorderly ending of an 
otherwise harmonious Garner meet- 
ing. The submission question arose 
suddenly although a wet faction 
had indicated before the opening of 
the convention it would press for a 
declaration on prohibition. Submis- 
sion was declared carried by a viva 
voce vote. Dry leaders leaped to 
the platform and demanded a roll 
call, some of them shouting, “dirty, 
dirty.” 

Clinton G. Brown, convention 
chairman, allowed the roll call over 
protests of the wet faction and the 
vote was 851 to 564 for submis- 
sion. The delegations could hardly 
be heard above the din. A. G. 
Carter, Fort Worth publisher, was 
asked to take the chair and he 


finally restored a semblance of 
order. 
Garner leaders had urged the 


convention to avoid the subject of 
prohibition, a declaration on which 
they regarded as inimical to the 
Texan's chances for the presidential 
nomination. 

The convention did not name as 
a delegate United States Senator 
Morris Sheppard, co-author of the 
eighteenth amendment. 

Immediate payment of 
soldiers’ bonus was indorsed. 

To provide a maximum of 
Garner supporters at the National 
Convention, the State organization 
elected 184 delegates, and as many 
alternates. Each deleg:-te will have 
one-fourth vote. The delegation will 
be under the unit rule and instruct- 
ed to vote for Garner until reléased 
by him. 


New Jersey G. O. P. “Commends” 
Hoover, Doesn’t Pledge Delegates.

TRENTON, N. J., May 25.—New 
Jersey’s Republicans have “com- 
mended” President Hoover and 
urged he be “supported,” but have 
refrained from outright pledging of 
the State’s delegation of 35.

“support” for Hoover, the resolu- 
tions committee prepared a tenta- 
tive platform which made brief 
mention of the President. 

The platform, which will be con- 
sidered at the concluding session of 
the State convention next Tuesday, 
declares for the first time for re- 
peal of the Hobart State prohibi- 
tion enforcement act.

president. 

Communists and Hitlerites were 
the opponents in the fight at the 
conclusion of which several in- 
jured combatants were carried out 
of the chamber. 

The trouble started when Wil- 
helm Pieck, a communist Deputy, 
rose to a point of order and at th2 
top of his voice shouted that there 
were murderers on the Nazi 
benches. Thereupon the Nazis 
arose and made a mass attack on 
the communist members, and 
fighters on each side grabbed up 
whatever weapons came to hand. 

Witnesses said i. was the most 
violent parliamentary fight in the 
history of Germany. 

Stenographers’ lamps were found 
over on the communist side of the 
hall where they had been hurled 
by the Nazis, and numerous heavy 
leather chairs—or rather the shat- 
tered remains of them—were scat- 
tered about. 

Deputy Juergensen, one of the 
leaders of the Social Democratic 
delegation, was carried from the 
chamber unconscious. Among the 
others hurt were Communist Depu- 
ties Kraemer, Kuntz and Gohlke. 
Some time after the fight was over 
Kraemer returned with bandages 
on his head. Turning toward Nazi 


the hall, he shouted: “Twenty to 
one! You'll pay for this.” 

The Communists had been forced 
out of the hall during the fight, at 
the conclusion of which Deputies 
on each side were lying on the 
floor. 

The Nazis fought to the tune of 
their battle song and their sympa- 
thizers in the galleries joined in the 
singing.

MAIL PLANE FROM LINER

Craft About 100 Miles From Ship

“I stood ready to,” the

Subject Net Discussed. . 

“The subject was not discussed,” 
said the Mayor. 

Beginning his questioning about 
the account, Seabury asked: 

“Between Feb. 10, 1927, and Aug. 
10, 1929, was there a joint brok- 
erage account open between Paul 
Block and yourself?” 

“There was a joint account, but 
I don’t recall the dates,” Walker 
replied. 

“At whose request was this ac- 
count opened?” 

“Nobody made any request. He 
determined to open it.” 

The subject of whether the May- 
or should contribute toward any 
losses because of trading in the ac- 
count was never discussed, Walker 
said. Walker said that when 
Block drew any money from the 
account he drew a similar amount 
for him. 

Seabury next had one of his as- 
sociates hand uw letter purporting toe 
be from Max Block to Paul Block 
explaining the history of the Block 
account. 

Block Also Got $246,692. 

The total drawn out of the ac- 
count by the Mayor in the two.

The letter stated an income-tax 
agent had advised Paul Block that 
it was unwise to have such an ac- 
count with the Mayor and suggest- 
ed the name of the account be 
changed. 

Some of the $246,692 drawn out 
of the share of the account, the let- 
ter stated, went to pay his Fed- 
eral and State income taxes. 

“None of the money from the 
Block account was deposited at a 
bank,” the Mayor said, “but was 
kept in a safe at home available 
for Mra. Walker and myself. 

“Not a vault, you understand, nor 
a tin box—but a safe.” 
Walker said he always kept this 
money in a safe for the reason that 
the income tax on it was already 
paid and he did not want to get it 
mixed up with money on which the 

tax was not yet paid. 

Several times he indicated cash 
sums of more than $25,000 were 
placed in the safe. Once the 
amount was $35,027.75. 

Within five months in 1927. he 
said, the account paid him more 
than $100,000. 

Refuses to Tell of Use. 
When he was asked what he did 
with the money, Walker said: 

“Where I got the money I'm. 
willing to tell you, but to ask me 
what I did with it, is, I thing, go-.

WASHINGTON, May 25.-—Demo- 
cratic and Republican leaders of 
the Senate sat with glum faces, 
and without replying, as Senator 
Norris of Nebraska, the Progressive 
leader, castigated the “unholy” al- 
liance which had written tariffs on 
oil, coal, lumber and copper into 
the pending revenue Dill. 

Norris’ speech was one of the 
most powerful and forthright in the 


long debate over the bill. It did 


not, however, avail to place in the 
bill the export debenture plan of 
farm relief, which Norris had of- 
fered as a counterpoise to the aid 
given the four “sacred” commodi- 
ties. The debenture amendment 
was rejected late yesterday by a 
vote of 46 to 33. 

Norris’ speech folhowed an ad- 
gress by Senator Robinson of Ar- 
kansas, the Democratic leader, who 
said that, although he was in sym- 
pathy with the debenture plan and 
believed it should be acted upon be- 
fore the adjournment of Congress, 
he was opposed to attaching it to 
the revenue bill. 

Action tn Self-Defense. 

Norris pointed out that the tar- 
iff question had been opened up on 
the floor by the leaders who had 
the tax bill in charge, not by those 
who were sponsoring the debenture 
plan. The latter had acted only in 
self-defense, after the tariff items 
which they opposed had been voted 
into the bill 

“We did not bring on this evil,” 
cried Norris. “It is not because of 
any action of ours that the Senate 
is in this dilemma ang this illogical 
position. We fought it. We may 
be weak and lack ability when com- 
pared with the great leaders of the 
Finance Committee, but we did see 
this very predicament, and we 
pointed it out to the Senate and to 
the country. 

“We were overridden by the so- 
called leaders responsible for this 
legislation. Now, when they have 
had their way, it seems to me it 
comes with poor grace for anybody 
to say to us, ‘Stop!’ Do not try to 
get relief for a large portion of our 
citizens, whose purchasing power 
for the very necessaries of life has 
been, to a great extent, taken away 
by these very amendments. 

Higher Prices to Farmers. 

“The farmer, for whose benefit 
this amendment is proposed, is go- 
ing to be compelled, on account of 
the leadership we have had here 
and tke combinations we have had 
here, to pay more for his gasoline, 
more for his coal, more for his 
lumber, than he would have hag to 
pay if the advice of those who are 
behind this amendment had been 
followed by our leaders. Our voices 
were unheeded, our advice was 
spurned, and you put these amend- 
ments into this bill, over-burdening 
the great agricultural West with an 
additional cost of living, making it 
tmpossible for an already over- 
burdened farming community to 
obtain the very necessaries of life. 

“Do you suppose the men out on 
the Great Plains who will have to 
pay an additional price for coal are 
going to be satisfied when you 
place an embargo upon coal for 
the benefit of the coal men? Do 
you expect the American people to 
be satisfied when you say to every 
farmer and every other person al/ 
over the great prairie West who 
wants to build a new house, 2 
chicken coop or a hogpen, and 
wants to do it at a time when he 
is tolling 16 hours a day to pro- 
duce the food that we eat, that he 
will have to pay a higher price for 
his lumber? 

“Is there something sacred about 
these four things that must be pro- 
tected by a tariff? 

Out the Foundation. 

“Go on with this combination. 
Drive on your setam roller. There 
will come a time when you your-~- 
selves will not be able to buy the 
fuel to keep it running. You can 
push it over the forms of farmers 
and laboring men, from whom you 
have taken away their purchasing 
power for the necessaries of life, 
but eventually you will have noth- 
ing left of your own. Destroy agri- 
culture and you have ruined our 
country. Add much more to the 
burdens of those who toil day and 
night, and then find a financial! loss 
at the end of the season, and it wil) 
not be long before the man in the 
skyscraper. living in luxury, wil! 
realize that the foundation of 
all happiness and of all prosperity 
has been taken out from the build- 
ing, and the entire edifice will come 
crumbling, falling down upon those 
who do not expect it now.

AREUGER & TOLL MAN 
ARRESTED IN SWEDEN 


One Director Taken-in Cus- 
tody, Manager Asked to 
Await Police Action.

STOCKHOLM, May 25. — Erik 


Sjoestroem, a director of Kreuger 
& Toll, parent company of the in- 
terests of Ivar Kreuger, 
“match king” who killed himself 


in Paris March 12, was arrested 
last night after the company had 
declared itself bankrupt. Nils Ahl- 
stroem, managing director, also 
was asked to hold himself at the 
disposal of the police. 

Sjoestroem was a close collabo- 
rator of Kreuger, whose suicide was 
followed by disclosures of a vir- 
tually hopeless tangle in his finan- 
cial operations. Kreuger & Toll 
filed a petition in bankruptcy yes- 
terday under a law _ especially 
passed to safeguard the interests of 
its creditors. At the same time, 
it applied for annulment of the 
provisional moratorium granted to 
it by the Swedish Government. 

Bankruptcy proceedings were 
recommended last week by the 
Swedish committee investigating 
Kreuger’s involved affairs.

MEASURE OPENED IN HOUSE 


Steagall Says Fund to Protect De- 
posits Is Necded to Restore Con- 
dence in Institutions. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 25.—Open- 
ing debate in the House on his bill 
to set up a guaranty deposit fund 
for banks, Chairman Steagall of 
the Banking Committee said the 
legislation was needed to restore 
confidence in financial institutions. 


The Alabama Democrat declared 
the United States could not work 
out of the present economic situa- 
tion “without the use of banking 
facilities and banks cannot do their 
part without employing their de- 


posits.” 

The measure provides for an in- 
itial fund of $300,000,000 from 
earnings of Federal Reserve banks 
to guarantee deposits of banks, but 
makes available $1,000,000,000 in 
resources. It sets up a Federal 
liquidating board to handle insol- 
vent banks and permits Federal! 
Reserve Bank members and state 
banks to participate in the bene- 
fits.

army of 300 war veterans, en 
rout eto Washington to demand 


‘| cash payment of the bonus, will be 


transported across Ohio in Na- 
tional Guard and Highway Depart- 
ment automobile trucks. 

Gov. George White decided to af- 
ford the former soldiers transpor- 
tation through the State late today 
when he was advised that Gov. 
Leslie of Indiana would send them 
through that State to the Ohio line 
near Cincinnati in National Guard 
trucks. 

Under plans devised by Gov. 
White, Adjutant-General Frank D. 
Henderson will marshal the Ohio 
trucks on the State line, and as 
the veterans debark from the In- 
diana autos, they will be loaded on 
the Ohio vehicles and started for a 
point on the West Virginia border, 
probably Wheeling. 

In a telegram to the Governor 
of West Virginia, Gov. White asked 
to be advised what action West 
Virginia would take. He said the 
ex-soldiers “are as justly entitled 
to a hearing as any other group of 
citizens who are proponents of 
Suggested legislation.”” The vet- 
erans will leave Indiana tomorrow. 

Gov. Leslie arranged for use of 
the trucks. Expenses will be paid 
from the Governor’s emergency 
fund. 

The veterans arrived at Wash- 
ington early today from Caseyville, 
Ill., in trucks provided by Shefiff 
Munite of Belleville. Thus the 'Illi- 
nois Sheriff passed the problem of 
transportation along to Indiana and 


Indiana, in turn, is continuing it 
to Ohio. 
’ The expedition started from 


Portiand, Ore., May 11, to petition 
Congress, in person, for immediate 
payment of the $2,400,000,000 sol- 
diers’ bonus. When they get un- 
derway again tomorrow they will 
leave 55 special railroad police, 
mobilized at Washington by the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, to keep 


trains without paying. 

Adjutant-General Paul T. Tom- 
baugh of the Indiana National 
Guard, is expected to. supervise 
transportation of the expedition 
across that State. The trucks will 
be supplied by the National Guard 
units at Columbus and Indianapo- 
lis.

The trip isto Indiana last night 
was quiet and upeventful and the 
veterans were orderly. What 
might have been a delicate situa- 
tion was avoided in Vincennes, 
Ind., last night, when it appeared 
the Illinois trucks would unload 
the men at the Wabash River 
bridge on the Illinois side and 
leave it to Vincennes to convey the 
men on to Washington. 

Chief of Police Thomas Martin 
met Illinoiw State police at the 
bridge in advance of the trucks and 
attempted to persuade them to con- 
tinue the transportation to Wasnt- 
ington, but this they declined to do 
on the ground the trucks and auto- 
mobiles were privately owned and 
the police were only escorting 
them. 

When the trucks arrived Lieut. 
John Hamilton of the Indiana State 
police hurriedly began an escort of 
his own and he led the entire line 
through Vincennes and on to 
Washington without bringing them 
to a stop. 

Martin said the veterans told him 
their outfit was orderly and peace- 
ful, and one of them said: ‘‘These 
men haven’t done a dime’s worth of 
damage anywhere.”

It came about over a decision 
given by Sir Henry in a case in- 
volving marital entanglements.

“Tf there is to be a discussion of 
the proper relations of man and 
wife, I think it had better come 
from Judges who have more than 
theoretical knowledge of such re- 
lations. 

“I am a little surprised that a 
gentleman, who: has never married, 
should, as he has done in another 
case, proceed to explain the proper 
underclothing ladies should use. IT 
think these things had better be 
left out of legal questions.” 

Giving judgment in another case, 
Justice McCardie said: 

“I shall take note of the evidence 
which may be given (in the case 
under consideration) and it may be 
that an appeal will take place. If 
there should be an appeal | shall 


not supply a copy of my notes until, 


] am satisfied Lord Justice Scrut- 
ton will not be a member of the 
court which tries the appeal. 

“If it becomes necessary |! will 
mention at a later date the reasons 
which lead me to make this state- 
ment. I regret that it has become 
my duty to administer this public 
rebuke to Lord Justice Scrutton.” 

The Judge's feud is of long stand- 

ing. In the course of it, in No- 
ivember, 1930, Judge McCardie, in 
a public address, said: "Women 
are worse perjurers than men, but 
both are pretty bad. * * * The most 
self-possessed perjurers are mur- 
derers, but nothing can exceed the 
audacioug reliance upon their sex 
which is so frequently displayed by 
women.”

SENATORS URGE VOTE 
ON PHILIPPINE. BIL 


Independence Measure Probab- 
ly Will Be Passed on Be- 
’ fore End of Session. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 25.—A Sen- 
ate vote on Philippine independ- 
ence this session was predicted to- 
day by Chairman Bingham of the 
Territories Committee, following a 
demand by Senator Borah (Rep.), 
Idaho, for such action as an aid to 
the American farmer. 

Bingham was joined by Senator 

Hawes, who said he had been un- 
able to find a single Senator who 
opposed freeing the islands, and 
expressed the view that a bill will 
be passed “in the next two or three 
weeks.” 
“I cannot believe it is possible 
the Republican Senate would ad- 
journ without passing upon the 
Philippines question,” he said, 
pointing out that the Democratic 
House has approved an independ- 
ence measure by an overwhelming 
vote. 

Bingham said he would “gladly 
join” Hawes “in any effort to bring 
the bill before the Senate and get 
it passed.” 

“It seems to me only fair to the 
Philippine Islands that this ques- 
tion be settled and not left up in 
the air,” he added. 

Democratic Leader Robinson of 
Arkansas joined those urging a2 
vote on Philippine independence 
before the session ends. 

If a vote is taken, he said, in- 
dependence would be granted “by 
an overwhelming majority.” Sen- 
ator McNary of Oregon, assistant 
Republican leader, said he would 
do everything he could to bring 
about early consideration of the 
independence bill. 

“I will give it my loyal support,” 
he said. 

The question of Philippine inde- 
pendence, Borah said, “is a matter 
of supreme importance to the azg- 
riculture of this country, breught 
into competition with the cheapest 
labor in the world and the most 
fertile soil in the worid. 

“I hope before this session closes 
we can take action on the inde- 
pendence of the Philippines. If 
we can do that on a bill based on 
sound principles, we will do a real 
service to American agriculture. 

“If the Philippine Islands are 
not given independence and their 
economic relations not settled in a 
reasonable time, I am not in favor 
of making American agriculture 
carry this burden indefinitely.” 

Borah’s comment came on a 
move by Senator Shipstead to put 
import levies on vegetable and fish 
oils and seeds, including coconut 
oil and copra which come from the 
islands. 


TRANSFER OF FISH OVER : 
DAM HALTED AT OSCEOLA 


State Officials Quit Task When In- 
junction Proceedings Against 
Them Are Rumored. 

By the Associated Press. 

OSCEOLA, Mo., May 25.—Under 
threat of injunction proceedings by 
citizens here, State game conserva- 
tion officials yesterday gave up 
work of transferring fish from the 
Osage River below a dam here to 
the water above the dam. They 
had been assigned to the work fo-! 
lowing requests by sportsmen in 
the vicinity. 

The fish have been congregating 
below a power dam here, making a 
virtual fisherman’s paradise. Game 
Department officals estimate that 
half a million fish, unable to get 
over the dam and over ladders, 
congregated in large schools and 
have been easy catches for fisher- 
men. 

The reason for the unusual num- 
ber of fish congregating at this 
time is due to the spawning instinct 
which urges the fish to travel up- 
stream, game officials said. 

Between 3000 and 5000 people 
have lined the stream near the 
dam on holidays, at times as high 
as 400 boats being on the stream 
near the dam on a one-mile front.

The 
bill stated that on May 12 the 
Board of Directors passed a resolu- 
tion acknowledging it to be to the 
best interests of creditors and 
stockholders that the concern be 
liquidated under a receivership or 
through other means of dissolution. 
The Keystone Holding Co. was in- 
corporated in Delaware in 1926, 
with a capitalization of 2500 shares 
of preferred stock and 25,000 
shares of common.

The conference named a commit- 
tee of three Bishops to carry its 
plea for immediate Federal unem- 
ployment relief directly to the 
President and Congress, to save 
“millions from the dizzy edge of 
starvation.”” The resolution did not 
specify any particular kind of re- 
lief, but said that with private 
charity and state relief funds prac- 
tically exhausted and no improve- 
ment yet visible in the unemploy- 
ment situation it was “imperative” 
that the national-Government ad- 
vance aid.

For Elimination of Slums. 

The declaration entitled “social 
problems” urged the end of race 
discrimination and the eradication 
of lynch law. It memorialized both 
Federal and local governments to 
work for the elimination of the 
slums and championed the right of 
unemployed workers to make 
known their condition at official 
hearings. 

The Federal and state govern- 
ments were urged to repress broad- 
casting of “degrading nature” and 
to restrict within reasonable limits 
the commercialization of all com- 
munication by air. 

The attitude of the church to- 
ward divorce was liberalized last 
night when the general conference 
sanctioned as grounds for dissolu- 
tion “vicious conditions which 
through mental or physical cruelty 
or physical peril” invalidate the 
marriage vow. 

The change from adultery asthe 
sole ground, the second in almost a

G. Bormley Oxnam, president of 
De Pauw University, said the 
church was deluding itself if it be- 
lieved regulations would hinder 
divorces.

IN HANDLAN WILL SUM 


Effort to Show Incompetence 


and Under Influence by 
Eldest Son. 


the will of Mrs. Mollie Handlan, 
disposing of an $80,000 estate, con- 
tinued before Circuit Judge Hoff. 
meister today. with relatives of- 
fering evidence to support taeir 
contention she was not competent 
to dispose of her property and chat 
she was unduly influenced by her 
eldest son, the late Eugene W. 
Handlan. : 

Mrs. Vella H. Bisbee, Kansaa 
City, Mo., one of the daughters 
contesting the will, wept as she 
told the jury that all that re- 
mained of the old Handlan home 
at 3645 Olive street was the chil- 
dren’s playhouse. The residence hay 
been torn down, she said, and the 
property is now used as an auto- 
mobile parking lot. 

Mrs. Bisbee told how after the 
death of hef father, Alexander H. 
Handian, millionaire stéve manu. 
facturer, in May, 1921, someone 
persuaded her mother that she 
should make a will. She said she 
accompanied Mra. Handlan to ithe 
office of former Circuit Jvdge 
Danie! G. Taylor, where she made 
a will, which prescribed bequests 
of $100 each to Edward and Aiex- 
ander H. Handilan, two of her sons, 
and to Mrs. Lillian Lemp, a daugh- 
ter. The remainder was divided 
among three other daughters and 
Eugene. 

Quarrel Day of Father’s Funeral. 

That will, made four days after 
the elder Handlan’s death, later 
was superseded by the will now 
under contest. Mrs. Handlan cut 
off Mrs, Lemp with $100 in the 
first will, Mrs. Bisbee testified, be- 
cause she was angry with her 
daughter over a quarrel between 
Mrs. Lemp and Edward Handlan 
on the day of their father’s fu- 
neral. 

“My mother said such an argu- 
ment was scandalous at such a 
time,” she testified. “I tried to 
persuade her to change her mind 
about my sister, but she wouldn't 
do so.” 

Mrs. Bisbee testified her moth- 
er, sensitive about her age be- 
cause she was slightly older than 
Handilan, was about 78 when she 
|died on March 24,1924.

4 CUBAN POLITICAL 
PRISONERS ARE SLAIN 


Shot by Guards During Al- 
leged Attempt to Escape 
—7250 Plottérs Held. 


By the Associrted Press. 

HAVANA, May 25.—Tension in- 
creased in all quarters today as 
news of the killing of four political 
prisoners by their guards during 
an alleged attempt at escape 
spread throughout the six Cuban 
provinces. 

The four, two of whom were 


well-known attorneys, were shot 
down yesterday shortly after being 
taken to Artemisa, one of the hot- 
beds of revolt. They had been ar- 
rested in connection with the bomb 
murder last week of Lieut, Diego 
Diaz, and their guards said they 
made a break for liberty as they 
neared the Artemisa jail. 
Anti-Machadoists deciared that 
the “law of flight” providing im- 
munity. for those involv.d in slay- 
ings of this sort had been used as 
a shield by.the Government in 
eliminating strong opposition. 
Authorities, saying they have 
ferreted out a gigantic terrorist 
plot, arrested 250 persons and 
hustled Col. Carlos Mendieta and 
Col. Carios Penate, two of the lead- 
ers of last August’s abortive re- 
volt, with some of their followers, 
to the Isle of Pines prison for 
safety. 

Gen. Menocal, another of the 
rebel leaders, has taken refuge in 
the Brazilian Embassy. A cordon 
of police has been thrown around 
the embassy, preventing him from 
communicating with followers.

DEMOCRATIC SENATE LEADERS 
OFFER $2,300,000,000 RELIEF 


AND PUBLIC WORKS MEASURE 


Bill Provides $300,000,000 for Loans to States, 


$1,500,000,000 More for R. F. C. and 
$500,000,000 Building Bond Issue. 


By CHARLES G. ROSS, 
Chief Washington Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, May 25.—A $2,- 
$00,000,000 relief and public works 
construction bill, embodying the 
views of a committee of Democrats 
appointed to.evolve a program, was 
introduced in the Senate today by 
Senator Wagner of New York and 
explained by him in a comprehen- 
sive and lucid speech. 

The bill bore the names also of 

Senators Robinson of Arkansas, 
the minority leader; Walsh of 
Montana, Pittman of Nevada and 
Bulkley of Ohio. Because of its 
financial proposals, it was referred 
to the Committee on Banking and 
Currency. 
The main provisions of the meas- 
ure, which is offered as the ma- 
tured Democratic substitute for 
the President’s proposals, are as 
follows: 

First—It would make $300.,- 
000,000 available, under the ex- 
isting Sorrowing power of the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpor- 
ation, for loans to states for re- 
lief purposes, the loans to be 
paid by deductions from future 
Federal-aid highways grants to 
the states affected. To procure 
a loan, the Governor of a state 
would have to certify that it has 
need of assistance. 


Second—$1,500,000,000 would 
be made available to the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation 
under authorizatioon of addition- 
al borrowing by the corporation, 
and of this sum all but $40,000,- 
000 would be devoted to the 
financing of self-liquidating 
projects. These projects would 
include (a) construction of reve- 
nue-producing projects by states, 
cities and public corporations, 
(b) housing and slum-clearance 
projects undertaken by limited- 
dividend corporations, and (c) 
construction by private corpora- 
tions of tunnels, docks, viaducts, 
waterworks and similar self- 
liquidating works devoted to the 
public use. The remaining $40,- 
000,000 would be used by the 
Secretary of Agriculture to aid 
financing agricultural exports. 

Third—There would be a 
$500,000,000 25-year bond issue 
to finance the construction of 
previously authorized Federal 
permanent improvements, the 
bonds to be issued as needed to 
pay for the projects. The spe- 
cific projects under this head 
and the amounts earmarked for 
them are as follows: 

(a) Advances to the states for 
the building of Federal-aid high- 
way systems, $120,.000,000, these 
advances to be deducted over a 
period of 10 years from future 
road-aid grants. 

(m) Emergency building 
public roads, $16,000,000. 

(c) River and harbor projects 
already authorized, $30,000,000. 

(d) Flood-control projects pre- 
viously authorized, $15,500,000. 


of 


(e) Continuation of work on 
Boulder Dam and incidental 
works, $10,000,000. 


(f) Air navigation facilities un- 
der the Department of Com- 
merce and the construction of 
lighthouses, vessels and similar 
projects already authorized, $7,- 
500.000. 

(g) Authorized projects under 
the Bureau of Yards and Docks 
of the Navy, $10,600,000. 

(h) Emergency construction of 
public buildings in the  conti- 
nental United States outside the 
District of Columbia, to be se- 
lected by the Secretary of the 
Treasury from approved projects, 
$100,000,000, preference to 
given to places where the Gov- 
ernment is now in rented build- 
ings under leases expiring by 
July 1, 1934. 

(i) The remainder of the $500,- 
000,000 to be available for per- 
manent improvement projects se- 
lected by the President from 
projects for which appropriations 
have been made or shal] be made 
during the fiscal years 1932 and 
1933. 

Restrictions Under Bill. 

Among other things, the bill pro- 
vides that none ofthe $500,000,000 
fund shall be spent in the District 

of Columbia, where a large con- 
struction program is already under 
way; that none shall be spent on 
projects using convict labor; that 
contracts and loans shall be con- 
ditioned wherever practicable upon 
the 30-hour week; that the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation must 
be amply secured for loans; that 
every uadertaking it finances shall 
show prospective earnings suffi- 
cient to amortize the cost of con- 
struction. 

Explaining that the bill was sub- 
mitted with the approval of the 
Policy and Steering Committees of 
Democrats, the New 
York Senator said there could no 
longer be any doubt that Congress 
before adjournment would pass 
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some kind of bill for relief and 
construction. 

“More than once,” he continued, 
“we have been reminded that the 
resources of the nation are intact; 
that the machiner) of the country 
is in excellent condition; that the 
productive capacity of our people 
is greater than it has ever been; 
that our credit facilities are more 


'than ample to finance a prosper- 


ous America. Nevertheless, Amer- 
ica is languishing. There is no 
demand for commodities, there is 
no demand for labor, and there is 
no demand fo: credit. Prices con- 
tinue their decline, profits shrink 
and disappear, production is fur- 
ther curtailed, and more unfor- 
tunates are added to the number 
of unemployed. 
Tragic Evolution Continues. 


“There is no point in blinking 
the fact that this tragic. evolution 
has continued, despite the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation, de- 
spite the Glass-Steagall act, de- 
spite the open-market operations 
of the Federal Reserve System. 
The press reports that the admin- 
istration is perrlexed by the fact 
that industry is seeking very little 
of the newly created credit. It is 
not at all surprising, however, to 
those who clearly saw early last 
winter that the liberalization of 
credit, no matter how necessary it 
may be and no matter how bene- 
ficial it may be, was alone inade- 
quate to start into activity the in- 
dustrial enterprise of the coun- 
try.” 

He was glad to note, he went on, 
that the Preident, though differing 
to some extent, had at last come 
around to the view that further 
steps were necessary in order to 
provide jobs for the unemployed. 
He said the delay had made the 
that the President, though differing 
not insoluble. Continuing, Wagner 
said: 

“We have two definite objectives 
to utilize the powers of the Gov- 
ernment: (1) to assist the states 
in preventing hunger; (2) to help 
in bringing about resumption of 
employment and revival of trade. 
These ends are all important. The 
methods are open to adjustment. 

“We should choose the shortest 
routes to these objectives. To at- 
tainthe first we should make relief 
available with the minimum of bu- 
reaucratic intervention.

a program will create a demand for 


commodities, employment and 
credit. If the program is ample 
enough and is vigorously prosecut- 
ed, it will help to check price de- 
flation, and when that occurs con- 
fidence will not require any exter- 
nal stimulation. 
“A Conservative Program.” 

“I say with confidence that the 
bill presented here today is well 
calculated to carry into effect such 
a program of rehabilitation. 

“This, in my judgment, is as con- 
servative a program of legislation 
as the severity of the present 
emergency will permit. We can- 
not overlook the fact that, accord- 
ing to the Department of Labor. 
there are in 123 cities, holding less 
than one-third of the nation’s pop- 
ulation, more than 700.000 fami- 
lies who are living on charity. 

“The legislation presented rests 
on the propositions that the na- 
tional Government is under a re- 
sponsibility to co-operate in coping 
with the problems of the nationai 
crisis; that work is superior to 
the doles in dealing with those 
problems; and that useful and pre- 
viously planned work is superior to 
so-called made work.

IN GOVERNOR RAC 
ADDRESS 6. OF 


Dearmont, Wilson, Winter 
and Becker Tell Their 
Plans for Economy in 


Government. 


The four candidates for nomina- 
tions for Governor, two Democrats 
and two Republicans, spoke at a 
Chamber of Commerce luncheon at 
Hotel Jefferson today. All made 
the subject of economy in govern- 
ment their main topic, and all un- 
qualifiedly favored it. 

The speakers were sécretary of 
State Charles U. Becker and 
Lieutenant-Governor E. H. Winter, 
Republicans, and State Senator 
Russell L. Dearmont and Francis 
M. Wilson, Democrats. 

Becker told of the action of the 
State. Board of Equalization, of 
which he is a member, in reducing 
the assessed valuation of the rail- 
roads and their taxes 10 per cent, 
of a similar reduction for public 
utilities and a similar reduction on 
real estate. 

Much of the increased cost of the 
State Government was due to the 
creation of new boards and bu- 
reaus, he said, advocating the han- 
dling of all state business under 
the direction of the elective State 
officials. He did not touch on pro- 
hibition. 

Winter advocated 
of boards, bureaus and commis- 
sions into a few major depart- 
ments, and abolishing bureaus 
which did not perfrom an actually 
useful public service. He urged the 
creation of an executive budget, a 
uniform method of accounting, a 
restriction of the number of legis- 
lative employes to 50, a reform of 
the obsolete legislative procedure, 
and the assessmcnt and collection 
of taxes in the same year. 

Winter also said nothing on the 
subject of prohibition.

“T pledge that I will militantly 
fight for this correction, which will 
mean a reduction in the cost of 
government,” he said, “and unless 
there is a Governor who will do 
that there is little chance that it 
will be accomplished.” 

Refers io Useless Functions. 

Wilson, the concluding speaker, 
forcefully criticised wasteful gov- 
ernmental methods, and said that 
it would be his purpose to reduce 
the cost of government by abolish- 
ing useless functions of govern- 
ment. 

He defended his dry votes in 
the State Senate in 1909 and 1913 
with the statement that they rep- 
resented the views of his constit- 
uents in his senatorial district. He 
said he believed the people had 
the right to vote on the subject of 
prohibition then, and that he be- 
lieve dthey had the right now.

SAYS BRITAIN FORCED 
TREATY ON IRELAND 


De Valera Declares Free State 
Accepted It Because Al- 
ternative Was War. 


By the Associated Press 
DUBLIN, Irish Free State, May 


25.—President Eamon de Valera 
declared in the Senate today that 
the Irish Free State accepted the 
terms of the Anglo-Irish treaty of 
1921 only because the alternative 
was war with Great Britain. 

He made this statement when 
the Senate took under considera- 
tion his bill to abolish the oath of 
allegiance to the British crown. 
The measure has been approved hy 
the Dail Eireann, the lower house. 

Tue treaty of 1921, signed after 
years of turmoil, separated the 
Catholic southern counties of Ire- 
land from the Protestant north and 
established the Free State as a co- 
equal unit of the British Common- 
wealth of Nations. 

The hill to abolish the oath has 
been. attacked in Britain and by 
De Valera’s opposition in Dublin as 
a violation of that treaty. 

De Valera is preparing to send 
his answer to Britain’s note on 
payment of £3,000.000 (about $11,- 
000,000) in land annuities to the 
British Treasury. 


WARNING TO POLAND 
VOTED IN REIGHSTAG 


Nazis Put Danzig Protection 
Motion Through Foreign 
Affairs Committee . 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, May 25.—The Nazis 
in the Foreign Affairs Committee 
of the Reichstag yesterday put 
through a motion of warning to 
Poland. The vote was 11 to 10. 

The motion calls on the German 
Government “not to leave Poland 
in doubt that any attempt upon 
Danzig will be resented by the 
whole German nation as an attack 
upon German rights, and will be 
met accordingly.”

DANZIG, May 25.—The Polish 
diplomatic representative, Casimir 
Pape, yesterday sent a note to the 
Danzig Senate complaining about 
favors extended to the festive meet- 
ing of juveniles of the Society for 
Germandom abroad, 

He pointed out that the Polish 
Boy Scout jamboree was barred 
here, and declared this was a dis- 
crimination and a flagrant viola- 
tion of treaty agreements.

MISSOURI AND CURRENT RIVER. 

Against the official protest of Missouri, the Federal. 
Power Commission has authorized granting of a pre 
liminary permit to the Current River Power Co. of 
Kansas City for a development on Current River. 

The permit is not a license to the company to build, 
but merely an authorization to proceed with the de 
velopment of its plans, which must be approved be 
fore a license is granted. Before any such project can 
be entirely authorized, a certificate of necessity and 
convenience must be issued by the Missouri Public 
Service Commission. The State must, therefore, ac- 
quiesce in any such Federal permit. 

In granting the permit, the Federal Commission 
stipulated that Big Spring should be preserved. Op 
position to the project was based partly on the fear 
that this spring, the second largest in the United 
States, would be eliminated by the powen project. 

It woulg, in our opinion, be a mistake for the 
commission to issue such a certificate. Certainly, 
there is no necessity for the generation of power on 
the Current River. Any expectation upon the part of 
the people along that stream ‘hat such development 
would bring industries to the region is but the dream 
of promoters. There is more power in the State now 
than industry is capable of using. All hydro-electric 
projects are picturesque, but in a region where soft 
coal is abundant their economic advantage is much 
less than is commonly supposed. For instance, the 
Cahokia plant across the river from St. Louis and 
the Ashley plant in St. Louis, which burn coal, pro 
duce at least twice as much energy as the Keokuk 
dam, and nearly three times as much as the Bagnell 
dam. It is one of the growing uses for coal, some- 
times called the sickest of our American industries. 

Moreover, there are esthetic reasons for preserving 
Current River in a state of nature. One of the most 
beautiful of streams, and one unique for the great 
springs which supply it, it has immensely greater 
potential values for recreation than it possibly can 
have for power. All this was adequately set forth 
before the Federal Power Commission before the per- 
mit was authorized. The State, presumably, has a 
right to say what disposition shall be made of its 
natural resources. The United States Supreme Court 
went so far a few days ago as to say that Oklahoma 
can, if it is in the public interest, limit the produce 
tion of oil. Missouri, by that same sign, should have 
the right to say what uses shall be made of such a 
great natural asset as Current River. 

The Current River Co.’s project contemplates three 
dams, the first of which would be constructed at 
Hargus Eddy. Two others would eventually be con- 
structed upstream. They would result in three lakes 
over a considerable part of the stream, each burying 
some of the fantastic effects which time has pro 
duced upon the rocks. There is hardly a bluff upon 
Current River which is not footed at the water's 
edge with some of the finest effects that water ever 
made. At one turn there is a cavern enriched by 
shrubs and moss, at another the bluff rests upon 
columns as beautifully spaced as if an architect had 
placed them. 

The Missouri Public Service Commission is faced 
by a very grave responsibility in this matter. It can, 
if it will, do what the Legislature would almost cer- 
tainly refuse to do. It is for this reason that we have 
time and again urged that all such power permits be 
voted by the Legislature itself.

We hate to dash cold water on Shri Sadguru Meher 
Baba’s hopes for converting America, but our honest 
opinion is that this latest of Hindu mystics is doomed 
to defeat before he starts.

One thing more. Shri’s mustache needs redesigning 
for exhibition in these parts.

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HOW OUTLAW ENTERPRISES OPERATE. 

There isn’t a still, speakeasy, dog track or any 
gambling establishment which could operate for 
one week without the tacit permission of. police 
officers. 

The author of that acute observation is none other 
than Judge Mulloy, who made it in a 1928 campaign 
speech and who recently granted an injunction re 
straining officers from interfering with the opera- 
tion of the Wellston Kennel Club. Judge Mulloy 
might have added, as his injunction demonstrated, 
that sometimes such outlaw enterprises are permitted 
to operate by means of legal procedure of a peculiarly 
tortuous kind.

It has finally happened. Senator Borah has 
good-by to the Republican party. -At- least, it sounds 
like good-by, though it may be m@ely ow revoir. 
Anyhow, he will not attend the Chicago convention. 
Whether he will take part in the campaign is not 
exactly clear. He declines to say. But dry leaders 
have been conferring with him about reviving the 
Prohibition party, which they plan to do if both the 
old parties, as now seems likely, insert moist planks 
in their platforms. 

There, the secret is out. It’s prohibition. That is 
why Mr. Borah is sulking. <A decision that might 
have been historic: might have been charged with 
profound significance; might have been entered in the 
records as a momentous resolve, turns out to be the 
petulance of an irritable mood. A nation tensely 
prepared to behold a dramatic exit sees a farcical, 
almost clownish departure. 

In all seriousness, Mr. Borah has caricatured him- 
self. Consider the Senator from Idaho. It is no 
exaggeration to say that public opinion has long re 
garded him as a man of destiny. He is splendidly 
gifted. When he speaks, as a foreign correspondent 
recently observed, the world listens. His character 
is above reproach. His disdain for the fleshpots 
and the baubles of Washington’s social preferment 
has endeared him to the American people. Though 
he has always supported his party in campaign years, 
he has never worn the party yoke. Often he has been 
bigger and better than his party. Often he has dis- 
sented from his party’s administration policies with 
a righteous eloquence that stirred the national pulse. 
| His intellect and conscience have made him a solitary 
figure, with an aura of something near to grandeur. 
He has won and long held a rare popular esteem. 

More than once the omens pointed to an act of sev- 
erance from his party association, but the years have 
come and gone, and Borah has remained faithful when 
political need required. Even in the great emotional 
upheaval of 1912, when the regulars deserted in le 
gions to follow the khaki of Col. Roosevelt, Borah re 
mained in the Taft camp, quiescent, to be sure, rather 
-than militant, while Armageddon thundered. 

The present is pregnant with challenge. The coun- 
try is in an economic crisis without parallel. Neither 
of the old parties has developed a philosophy or 
brought forth a man with a program to meet the 
emergency. Never before did necessity and oppor- 
tunity unite to set a more inviting stage for great 
leadership and a great leader. The quality for high 

and, compounded, as it is, of tenacity that can- 
n& be loosened and determination that cannot be 
shaken—that quality is not Mr. Borah’s. But he does 
possess extraordinary capacity for brilliant service in 
the fine cause of a third party dedicated to the coun- 
try’s redemption. And in this pivotal hour he aligns 
himself, apparently, with the beaten remnants of the 
discredited prohibition movement. 

Here, indeed, is an American tragedy, with millions 
of men unemployed, with millions more in the grip 
of want for the necessaries of life, and Borah can see 
no foe to grapple with except the Demon Runi. 

It is a spectacle to move the country to laughter, 
and, perhaps, to tears. 

ANOTHER BATTLEFRONT FOR THE LEGION. 

A heaping measure of public commendation goes to 
the American Legion for its campaign to reduce un- 
employment. The goal which the local Legionnaires 
have set for themselves is 10,000 jobs for men now 
out of work. That this goal will not solve the prob. 
lem in St. Louis and St. Louis County, whose job- 
less have been numbered at 125,000, is obvious, but 
as one of the Legion leaders points out, 10,000 jobs, 
which will restore some $50,000 to the channels of 
trade, thereby providing a livelihood for 50,000 per- 
sons, constitute a gain that should not be underesti- 
mated. 

There is no necessity, perhaps, for so reminding 
them, but if the men of the Legion see their present 
task in its true importance, they are going at it 
with the will to win that marked their departure for 
France 15 years ago. The battlefront they have 
taken up now is fraught with dangers just as grave 
for the national welfare. Moreover, the trenches are 
dug in home soil. 


The news that Harry M. Blackmer has paid a fine 
of $60,000 imposed upon him for refusal to testify 
in the Teapot Dome trial at Cheyenne is another bit 
of addenda to the interminable story of the oil scan- 
dals that wrecked the Harding administration. “te 
also has settled the claim for his back income taxes. 

Blackmer was one of the Big Four of the Conti- 
nental Trading Co., a corporation which, in the lan- 
guage of the United States Supreme Court, was “or- 
ganized for no legitimate purpose.” The other’ three 
were James E. O’Neil, Robert W. Stewart and Harry 
F. Sinclair. Blackmer and O'Neil fled to Europe and 
Stewart long avoided appearing as a witness by busi- 
hess trips that took him to Mexico, to South America 
and finally to Cuba, from which latter place he re 
sponded to a summons from a Senate committee. 
Some of the bonds in Albert B. Fall’s possession were 
traced back to the Continental Trading Co., which 
was the reason the Government wished te examine 
Sinclair’s associates in that enterprise. 

It developed, however, that there was no legal proc- 
ess by which O'Neil and Blackmer could be , com- 
pelled to return, nor was there at the time any stat 
ute under which they could be penalised. Subse- 
quently, Senator Walsh of Montana introduced a bill, 
which was quickly enacted into law to meet such 
contemptuous defiance of our courts, and under that 
law Blackmer was fined and $100,000 of his estate 
impounded until the fine should be paid.

The first stage was characterized by the 
opinion that government ought to do noth- 
ing except issye optimistic statements, and 
that private business, if it could be brought 
into the proper frame of mind, if it could 
be prevented from reducing prices or wagea, 
would turn about and restore activity. The 
belief behind this attitude was that there 
was nothing really wrong about our eco- 
nomic structure except the psychological 
shock it had received from the collapse of 
stock speculation. A certain amount of re- 
lief would be necessary for the unemploved. 
but this could be provided through already 
existing agencies and out of ocal funds. 

The second stage was reachéd when those 
dependent on the income of invested capita! 
began to be really frightened. Under the 
pressure of their fear, the dogma that gov- 
ernment could and should do nothing gave 
way. It gave way grudgingly. however. li 
was stil) held that nothing should be done 
for the unemployed, and nothing should be 
done to restore employment, except through 
the regular channels of private business and 
finance. What was nécessary was to odoi- 
ster these. And we had to bolster these 
largely through agencies intended to have 
a psychological effect. 

Financiers were got together to prevent 
bank failures through-the National Credit 
Corporation. When this puny infant faiied 
to draw breath, the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation was created to use the govern- 
mental credit power in shoring up, not only 
banks, but railroads, insurance compauies 
and other hard-hit financial institutions. 
Then the Glass-Steagall bill was passed to 
combat hoarding and fear for the gold re- 
serve, and the Reserve banks began to 
buy quantities of Government -<ecurities 
with the intention of creating larger credit 
resources so that private business might 
borrow and expand. To take care of labor 
we must, it was thought, take care of cap- 
ital first. 

So tardy and ineffective were these meas- 
ures, however, that they were not couu- 
pleted before the third stage was entered. 
The bitter neeqd of the unemployed could 
no longer be glossed over, and the iong- 
p breakdown of private charity and 
local rélief could not be further averted. 
The arguments made and reiterated so icng 
by Senators Wagner, La Follette and others 
began to be taken seriously.

the ' total ‘volume of construction 
contemplated by the bill, but its 
emergency value is far greater. We 
have lost so much time that it Is 
essential that some part of the 
construction program be initiated 
at once.” 
Takes Issue With President. 


Only a portion of the proposed 
$500,000,000 bond issue, Wagner 
pointed out, would be required 
during the coming year, and he 
added that the carrying charges 
would be a small amount ‘“‘com- 
pared to the $195,000,000 which 
under the bill is lifted out of cur- 
rent appropriations.” To this ex- 
tent, he said, the bill would help 
to balance the budget and ease the 
burden of taxation. 

Taking direct issue with Presi- 
dent Hoover, Wagner continued: 


“The President has expressed 
Himself in opposition to the on- 
largetnent of the Federal works 
program, His first objection is “that 
it involves borrowing. 

“very business man distin- 
guishes between borrowing to pay 
current expenses and borrowing for 
necessary permanent improve- 
ments and capital expenditures. 
The one is extravagance, the other 
is investment. 

“Mr. Hoover has himself fre- 
quently recognized this fundament- 
al distinction. He approved the 
legislation creating a Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation, although 
that involved the United States fn 
the direct borrowing of $500,000,- 
000 and the prospective guarantee 
of bonds amounting {0 one and 
one-half billion dollars. 


“He approved the land bank 
legislation of the current session, 
which necessitates the borrowing 
of $125,000,000. In his public state. 
ment he calls attention with ap- 
proval to the home loan discount 
bill, although that may impos:> 
upon the Treasury the need for 
further borrowing. 

“He speaks with approbation of 
the public works program now in 
progress, although that, too, in 
view of the deficit, naturally calls 
for borrowing BY the Treasury. 


Whether the borrowing is justified 
Or not is a question that cannot be 
answered by generalities. Our 
question is whether the -berrowing 
is justified for the specific pro- 
gram set forth in our bill.

PETITIONS PLANNED TO SEEK 
POLICE CHIEF’S REINSTATEMENT 


Lawyers’ Committee Reports Initia- 
tive Cannot Be Invoked in Uni- 
versity City Controversy, 

The initiative cannot be invoked 
to bring about reinstatement of 
George Ward as Chief of Police of 
University City, a committee of six 
laWyers reported last night to the 
Civic Voters’ League. The league, 
which met at 6653 Enright ave- 
nue, has been opposing Mayor 
Ruth's administration in the Ward 
matter. Ward was removed last 
autumn, 

Petitions to the Board of Alder- 
men of the suburb are the best way 
to bring about Ward's reinstate- 
ment, the committee suggested. 
The league will circulate such pe- 
titions, hoping to get 7000 or more 
signatures of voters, or nearly all 
the voters in the city. Franklyn 
E. Meyer, president of the league 
and of the University City Chamber 
of Commerce, asserted that Ruth 
had said Ward would be restored 
to office if it could be shown even 
a small percentage of the people 
desired this. 

The lawyers’ committee did not 
take up the question of the legal- 
ity of the ordinance whereby Ward 
previously was stripped of author- 
ity as the elective Chief of Police,

buildings; in view of the policy we 
have laid down in employment 
stabilization act of 1931, it is my 
judgment that borrowing in such 
circumstances is the essence of 
economy. In that view I am sup- 
ported by the weight of opinion of 
those who speak with authority on 
the subject, 

“It is exceedingly difficult to fol. 
low the President when he would 
have us believe that the Federally 
guaranteed debenturég of the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation 
are any iess Federal obligations 
than the United States bonds which 
would be issued under this bill, 
Certainly no investor regards them 
as different. I find it impossible 
to believe that the mere device of 
incorporation can transform what 
the President regards as a danger- 
ous and confidence-destroying bond 
into an altogether beneficial deben- 
ture. Words no longer possess that 
kind of magic.” 

Wagner said the investing public 
well understood the difference bee 
tween justifiable and unjustifiable 
borrowing, and in proof of this he 
cited the advances made by Fed- 
eral bonds on the New York mar- 
ket after announcements in Wash- 
ington of the prospect of a new 
public-works issue. 

Further Reply to Hoover 

“In his public statement,” Wag- 
ner continued, ‘Mr. Hoover direct- 
ed a number of additional objec- 
tions against a program of public 
works. His criticisms, however, 
are addressed to an imaginary pro- 
gram of construction composed of 
projects assembled through log- 
rolling, calling for expenditures 
upon. dredging mud creeks and 
sirmilar useless undertakings, upon 
reclamation projects, and upon 
building construction outside the 
United States. 

“Obviously, such a program can- 
not be justified. It would involve 
nothing but a wicked waste of 
money. That, however, is not the 
program contained in this bill.” 

For instance, he said the Gov- 

ernment was now spending about 
$4,500,000 annually for the rent of 
a small group of postoffices for 
which the leases would expire or 
could be terminated before July 1, 
1934, and he submitted there 
would be a real economy in reduc- 
ing this type of expenditure. 
As to grants for roads, he said, 
they would be made not for useless 
roads, but for the very highways 
contemplated under the present 
budget. 

As to Transitory Employment. 

“The other projecta provided for 
in the bill for river and harbor 
construction, including flood con- 
trol, lighthouses, and so forth, are 
precisely of the same class, respec- 
tively, as those prosecuted under 
existing appropriations,” he con- 
tinued. “Their selection out-of the 
authorized total rests in the hands 
of the President and the members 
of his Cabinet. 

“There is no merit in the Presi- 
dent’s criticism that public works 
provide but transitory employment. 
Surely transitory employment is 
better than none. Furthermore, 
Federal public works do not differ 
in that respect from local toll 
bridges and tunnels which are 
agreed to by the President. 

“It is not my purpose to em- 
phasize the controversy, but to se- 
cure the enactment of legislation. 
I do want the public to know that 
the program embraced within the 
bill is sound anc constructive, With 
the co-operation of thé men and 
women who have a just and well 
deserved faith in the high credit 
of our Government, that program 
will aid mightily in the national 
rehabilitation which must go for- 
ward without delay.”

The most common form of inha« 
lation treatment consists of sithpld 
or medicated steam. This is par« 
ticularly valuable in acute inflam- 
matory conditions. 

Steam soothes the inflamed mu- 
cous membranes, reduces the ten« 
dency to cough, softens the accu- 
mulated phlegm and facilitates its 
expectoration. 

Steam inhalations should not be 
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used in chronic catarrhal condi- 
tions, for here the membranes are 
so inflamed that the steam will act 
only as an added irritant. In 
chronic catarrh cold iahalations are 
more soothing and beneficial. 

A simple apparatus for steam in- 
halations may be made from an 
ordinary pitcher with a water sur- 
face of not less than four or five 
inches, 

The pitcher is filled with warm 
w:ter up to within four or five ie 
inches from the top. A cone of its 
paper is made so that the large end mo efi 
fits over the mouth o: the pitcher.
